Dependents Could Gain 
by Trustees, Say Reds 


LONDON, Dec. 24.—(UP)—The Moscow radio asserted Monday 
that the Soviet Union wants the independence of dependent peo- 
ples to be the “only final aim of trusteeship” of territories under 
the United Nations permanent organization. 


A Moscow commentator, identi- 
fied as a Dr. Lemin, continued 
the Soviet attack on the “reaction- 
ary colonial system” in a _ broad- 
cast made a day after the UNO 
preparatory Commission wound up 
a four weeks’ meeting in which 
the colonia] issue was a major sub- 
ject of discussion. 

The broadcast called the colo- 
nial system a drag on the United 
Nations war efforts of the past 
five years and a hindrance to 
world unity. 

Soviet Union participation in 
the new United Nations trustee- 
ship system is the only guarantee 
that the system will work prop- 
erly, Moscow asserted. 


“FUNCTIONS PROPERLY” 


“As for the problems of trus- 
teeships, there can be no doubt 
that the active participation of 
the Soviet Union, the greatest pro- 


gressive force in the international | 


arena, can see that the trusteeship 
system functions properly for the 
good of populations concerned and 
for the benefit of peace between 
nations,” the broadcast said. 

The broadcast came after major 
Soviet victories on trusteeship is- 
sues in the UNO preparatory com- 
mission. Russia there led the 
small nations in a battle to lib- 
eralize rules for the trusteeship 
system. 
the easing of methods by which 
dependent peoples might present 
petitions to the trusteeship coun- 
cil, It led a move to authorize 
the trusteeship council to deter- 
mine the wishes of peoples through 
elected spokesmen and referen- 
dums. 

Moscow said that while the 
United Nations charter set forth 
noble aims for the trusteeship sys- 


tem, “most important is unity and | 
action in putting them into effect.” | 


CLAIM COLONIALS STRONGER 


“The strengthening of the colo 
nial peoples’ national conscious- 
ness, their increased efforts to 
Rain independence and to win a 
tolerable existence, is one of the 
characteristic features of the pres- 
ent-day international situation,” 
the broadcast said. 


“It is enough to point to India, 
Indonesia, Indochina and also to a 
number of dependent or semi-de- 

endent countries in the Middle 

ast.” 


“The reluctance of

The President Vetoes a Rider 


There will be general agreement on 
both points of President Truman’s veto 
of legislation which would restore public 
employment offices to the states in the 
immediate future. 


In the first place, there is no denying 
the logic of the President’s assertion that 
this is the most disadvantageous possible 
time to attempt the return of the USES 


to state control. 


“It would result,” said the President, 
‘in a disrupted and inefficient employment 
service at the very time when efficient 
operation is most vitally needed by mil- 
lions of veterans, workers and employers. 
Our local employment offices are now and 
will be during the next several months in 
the midst of the peak work load of their 
history.” 


We have repeatedly pointed out the 
fallacy of disintegrating the nation’s em- 
ployment system at a time when a co-ordi- 
nated nation-wide effort is essential to the 
balancing of the overall job picture. And 
we urge that the reconvened congress 
follow the chief executive’s plea that the 
change not be effected at least until June 


of 1947. 


But of even greater importance is the 
fact that President Truman is eminently 
correct in saying that congress violated 
one of the fundamental principles of good 
government in attaching the USES return 


bill as a rider to totally unrelated legisla- 
tion which it figured he could not afford 
to veto. 


“In view of my past legislative expe- 
rience,” wrote the President, “I realize 
the obligations of the President to the con- 
gress aS a co-ordinate oranch of the gov- 
ernment. At the same time, I must be 
equally aware of the constitutional re- 
sponsibility of the President to the people, 
and of the obligation of congress to help 
him discharge that responsibility. The 
constitution has placed upon the President 
the duty of considering bills for approval 
or disapproval. It has always been pos- 
sible for the congress to hamper the Presi- 
dent’s exercise of this duty by combining 
so many subjects into a single bill that he 
cannot disapprove an objectionable item 
without holding up necessary legislation. 
Partly in order to prevent this practice, it 
has long been considered a fundamental 
principle that legislation 6n a major issue 
of policy ought not be combined with an 
appropriation measure. The present bill 
directly violates that principle.” 


. 
This is, of course, a vicious practice and 
Mr. Truman has done well to call attention 
to and repudiate it. 


Too much deleterious legislation has 
been slipped through on the coat-tails of 
vital measures. It is time to put a stop, 
once and for all, to the evil.

“I liked Him, in a way, for the manner in which He stood off 
that old bore, Caiaphas. He runs the town and I let him because 
that is good business. The soldiers have it easy. They don’t mind 
staying here in Jerusalem. It’s a good, quiet town, and the gov- 
ernment at Rome is pleased.

Yet despite numbers of 
costly and shameful failures, we 
still depend on it.

Prophet Lindbergh's 
Record Unexciting 


WASHINGTON.—Breaking a silence of more 
than four years, Col. Charles A. Lindbergh has 
discarded the rabid isolationism that marked his 

public career prior to the attack on Pearl Harbor. 

In an address before the Aero Club of Washington the other 
night, the famed flyer came out for “a world organization backed 
by military power.” 

He has now come to the conclusion that such an organization 
is the only solution to the problem of maintaining world peace. 
The age of split-atoms and split-seconds has changed his thinking. 
He sees the need for a strong military force to keep the peace 
because, as he says, “the alternative is worse.” 


Rockets and atomic bombs which are capable of wiping out 
great cities in a few minutes eliminate the, oceans as a barrier 
against attack, he agrees. Hence he sees the necessity for a world 
organization with all of the immediate military power required to 
enforce the peace. 


~ Col. Lindbergh is to be commended for his 
Different Tune changed viewpoint. This is a far cry from 
the attitude he assumed in the threatening days before Pearl Harbor. 


But there is one theme in his current thesis that indicates he 
is still guided by some part, at least, of the faulty reasoning which 
permeated his thinking in the days before Pearl Harbor. 

He speaks of the need for “Christian ideals” to guide the new 
world organization to be set up for maintaining the peace, and then 
goes on to say that there is little indication of these ideals “in the 
court trials of our conquered enemies.” 

Also, he finds “an appalling lack of them (the same ideals) in 
our attitude toward the famine-stricken peoples we have defeated.” 


Thus, he seems to condemn our bringing to justice the war 
criminals who plunged the world into its recent blood bath. 

And while he criticizes our attitude toward the famine-stricken 
peoples we have defeated, he expresses no word of pity for the 
other famine-stricken peoples whom Germany defeated and robbed 
of everything they hag until we liberated them. 

No one wants to see the German people starved, of course. But 
if priorities are to be issued for the relief of the needy peoples 
in Europe, certainly those who were plundered and overrun by the 
Germans are entitled to first treatment. 

Col. Lindbergh is shocked by the trials of the Nazi criminals at 
Nuremburg, yet he doesn’t seem at all disturbed by the reveia- 
tions made there of the gross conspiracy of the Hitlerites to plunge 
the world into war. 

All of which suggests the thought that the colonel would best 
confine himself to the field of his chosen occupation—aeronautics. 
When he moves into politics and foreign policy, he is out of his 
element. 


The country will not easily forget the false 
F alse Prophet prophecy he made bdck in the dark days of 
1941. Then he paraded from city to city telling the people it would 
be futile for us to enter a war we could not win. It would take 
us from 10 to 20 years, maybe 30, to beat the Axis, he said. 

Besides, it was his contention that England and France had 
beguiled Poland into starting a futile war. In May of that year 
he knew—or pretended to know—that England could not win even 
with our help. In June he said we could never base enough air 
squadrons in England to match the German Luftwaffe. 

Next he said an invasion of Europe would cost us a million 
American lives. Actually, our total killed on all war fronts was 
little more than a quarter of that. Finally, he was urging that 
we negotiate a nonaggression pact with the Axis powers at the 
very moment the Japs were on their way to Pearl Harbor—with 
Nazi collaboration. Always he ridiculed the idea of any danger of 
our being attacked.

It Must Come True 


WASHINGTON.—There has been a tendency 
this Christmas season among some people to give 
an ironical twist to the song of the herald angels, 

“Peace on earth, good will to men.” 
The scoffers say: ““There is no peace on earth, no good will among 


men,” 

They cite the fighting still going 
on in many corners of the world, 
in Java and China, and the trou- 
ble in Palestine, Iran, and other 
places. True, it’s deplorable. This 
upsurge of old-fashioned imperial- 
ism and colonialism is a contra- 
diction of the ideals for which the 
war was fought. It is not only well 
to speak out, but to speak out so 
loud and long that something is 
done about it. 


But, bad as these events are, it | 


is possible to exaggerate them to 
the point of obscuring the over- 
all picture, the great gains the 
world is making to try to bring 
justice and permanent peace. In 
all this the United States is play- 
ing a part that was doubtful and 
unsettled only a year ago. 
The big global war is over. 


WE HAVE NOW in the United 
Nations Organization, which is to 
meet early in the new year, an 
agency to which some of these 
problems can be submitted for dis- 
cussion and possible adjudication. 
Big and small nations will be rep- 
resented. They are not easy prob- 
lems simple of solution. But so- 


we work at it. 

Nor are they unexpected or new 
problems. They are natural to a 
period of convalescence and re- 
lease after the war, just as nat- 
ural as the industrial strife we 
are having in our own country. 
There is some wringing of hands 
about our domestic problems too, 
but we are confident that we will 
weather them, if we stop wring- 
ing our hands and do something 
about them.

ON THE question of Britain’s 
need of the loan, there is remark- 
able uniformity of opinion among 
all educational groups.
